ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - An 


alarming increase of malaria in 
the 
United States has been 


traced to a Vietnamese parasite 
which causes a delayed infec- 
tion In American servicemen, a 
federal health official said to- 
day. 


Dr. Hans 0. Lobel, chief of 


the malaria surveillance unit of 
the U.S. Communicable Disease 
Center, said 700 cases of malar- 
ia have been reported In the 
first three months of 1967, most- 
ly among servicemen who have 
returned from Vietnam. 


He said in an Interview the 


case load already Is as high as 
that reported in all of 1966 when 
570 malaria cases were attribut- 


malaria cases were reported 
each year and only about 50 of 
these were in servicemen. 


The new figures, said Lobel, 


"suggest that servicemen In 
Vietnam 
are 
being infected 


there and the illness is striking 
from one month to a year lat« 
er^. 


The parasite plasmodium, an 


organism existing in four spe- 
cies, is responsible for the ma- 
laria cases, according to Lobel. 
He said two species - 
vivax 


and falclparum - 
account for 


most of the infections. 


Lobel 
said the falclparum 


strain, which has occurred in 78 
per cent of the Vietnam service- 
men cases about a month after 
they left that country, is the 
most serious type of malaria. 
The three servicemen who died 
in 1966 suffered 
from that 


strain.

prints, only at taking them. The 
court ruled that Richards could 
answer the question, but the 
policeman said, "I an not qual- 
ified."

about other prints. 


Martin slammed the table and

Wirtz Wants 
Truce to Be 
Voluntary 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec- 


retary of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtz believes the critical rail 
dispute could be settled in the 
20-day cooling off period that 
President Johnson has urged 
Congress to tack onto Thurs- 
day's strike deadline. 


"Public attention has been 


focused on this matter now," 
said Wirtz as Democratic lead- 
ers planned to push through 
both House and Senate today 
the deadline-extending resolu- 
tion sought by Johnson. 


Wirtz indicated his belief that 


public concern over the crip- 
pling effects of the strike on the 
nation's economy would spur an 
agreement between rail man- 
agement and six shopcraft un- 
ions if they had additional time 
to negotiate. 


Congressional backers of the 


resolution said they were left 
with no alternative after col- 
lapse Monday of a Senate Labor 
Committee effort to win a vol- 
untary 20-day deadline exten- 
sion. 


The voluntary extension was 


accepted by management nego- 
tiators but rejected by the un- 
ions. Earlier congressional ac- 
tion had provided for the 60-day 
extension which is about to ex- 
pire. 


If the resolution is cleared by 


Congress today as expected, it 
must be flown to President 
Johnson in Punta del Este, Uru- 
guay, if he is to sign it Wednes- 
day and avert Thursday's 12:01 
a.m. EST strike deadline. 


Johnson will meet in Uruguay 


with chiefs of state of the Latin- 
American members of the Al- 
liance for Progress. 


Democratic senators particu- 


larly made it clear at Monday 
night's Labor Committee ses- 
sion they were reluctant to vote 
for a resolution which might be 
interpreted as a strikebreaking 
move. 


Nevertheless, the resolution
